reminded tho Honec that (he Saviour had 
commanded Simoa to "let down his neti," 
and the Honso laughed upronronsly at this 
method of justification.

occupied nearly n half hour in staling his 
position nnd arguments in favor of Iho re- 
peal. 


Mr. Sheffield thought tho first statement 


of tbo previous speaker wns an answer to 
every argument in favor of n restriotivo law 
regarding fishing, viz.: that in spile of nil 
the trap-fishing carried on for year?, £*h 
weio present io Iho bay in greater numbers 
last unmrner than o,er was known before.
